PIG-HEADED LEADERSHIP. 


The defeat of the Democrats in 
the Congressional elections could 
hardly have been a surprise to 
one who has followed the trend 
of events in politics during the 
last few months.

the defeat of woman suffrage in 
the Senate. These blunders w’ere
